Senator Penrose Said That tfw Abases 


of Second Mass Mall Privilege 


Is Colossal. 


Washington, May 30.—When 
the 


conferees on the rate bill adjourned 
at the conclusion of a session every 
amendment in the bill had been gone 
over. More than a score of amend- 
ments have been disposed of, either 
by acceptance or rejection, the indica- 
tion being that most of th€m have 
been accepted. The important amend- 
ments are still subjects of considera- 
tion and the indications are that a 
speedy agreement cannot be hoped for 
The express company amendment i 
still disagreed to, the pipe line amend 
ment is also 'one of those unsettled 
likewise the 
amendment forbidding 


common carriers ownership in produc 
ing properties, the "Jim Crow" ca 
amendment is also in dispute; also the 
. pass amendment and that relative tc 
the size of the commission. 


During the consideration of the dip 


lomatic and consular bill in the blouse 
an interesting debate was had on the 
amendment proposed by -Mr. Long 
worth (O.)- to appropriate $1,000,00' 
for the Acquisition in foreign- capitals 
of -proper aitPBraffd^tmTiaings for the 
embassies and legations of the United 
States for the residences -of ambas 
sartors -and ministe'rs to foreign- coun 
tries. Mr. LongWorth, in urging his 
amendment, which went out on a poin 
of order, insisted that by providing 
residences for our, ambassadors 
the 


s question of rent would be eliminated 
He said this was now the largest neces 
sary expense. With a residence pro 
vided by the government a man* o 
moderate means could live" in a dig 
nified way on his" salary. All other na 
tions, he said, either »own their own 
residences or allow liberally for rent 
Mr. Shirley (Ky.) discussed "the 
wasteful extravagance, the outrageous 
and un-American method of living ol 
some of our representatives abroad.' 
He spoke ol the represtntative of 
America1 to the court of St. James 
paying $40,000 a year for house rent in 
London and remarked that "he was 
not representing, But misrepresenting 
the country that honors him." 
• The senate heard a criticism of 
the second-class mail system, which 
•was b.'^un by Senator Bailey in con- 
nection with the consideration of the 
postoffice appropriation bill. He stated 
that the bulk of the second-class mat- 
ter had grown to such an extent as to 
require an appropriation of $27,000,- 
000, 
and contended that the people 


who read the magazines and papers 
should pay this expense, not the peo- 
ple at large. Speaking of the religious 
publications he said that the cost of 
their transportation could not be be- 
grudged, but protested against making 
the non-Christian taxpayer share the 
expense of their distribution. Senator 
Penrose agreed with the Texas sen* 
tor, saying that "the abuse of the sec- 
ond-class mail privileges are becom 
ing so colossal as to startle the imag- 
ination and even our credulity." 
He 


said that the present bill carried $192 - 
000,000. and predicted that in a few 
years the amount necessary to meet 
the demands would be double that 
amount Indeed, he predicted that the 
time would come within the legislative 
lives of present senators when the 
appropriation for the postoffice depart- 
ment would not be less than $500,000.- 
000. He also spoke of the increase in 
the west of the rural delivery service, 
and summing ap predicted that unless 
the original purpose of the second- 
class system is restored it will op»r- 
ate to break down the entire postal 
system. He said 1hat miich of the ex- 
pense is due to the excessive weight of 
advertising matter carried 
by the 


periodicals, while much of th<» r^a*]- 
ing matter was fpeWe and ineffective." 


The senate passed the pdstoffice ap- 


propriation bi]'. carrying an appropria- 
tion of *92.4t*s.0fwi. and immediately 
afterward adjourned over Memorial

ovation. Wher- 
ever he appear- 
ed, whether in 
war or peace, 
it was to evoke 
the wildest en- 


thusiasm. The proudest ruler or con- 
queror might envy his popularity and 
might long in vain for the cheers which 
greeted him. 
Though a conspicuous 


target in thirty-six battles, be was 
never wounded. Not only so, but his 
hearers were also immune. 
Every- 


where he Inspired the soldiers, and his 
battle scream nerved them for victory, 
since they regarded him with almost 
superstitious reverence as the emblem 
of the Union. After the war be was a 
feature in reunions, in expositions and 
in conventions, was honored and cheer- 
ed in almost every, city of the north 
and was for over fifteen years a state 
ward. His reputation was worldwide. 
•Never a bird wore feathers with a 
fame like that of Old Abe. 


The eagle was the military emblem 


of the republic of Rome. In a land 
then undiscovered it became, ages lat- 
er, the emblem of freedom in a yet 
greater republic. During the most mo- 
mentous war of this younger republic 
that symbol was quickened into life. 
.This living personification was given 
the name of the great leader in that 
,war to be associated in the minds of 
men forever after with that struggle 
and that leader. It thus grew to be the 
concrete expression of a national sen- 
timent No wonder the people cheered 
Old Abe. 


In the spring of 1861 a Chippeway 


Indian called Chief Sky captured a nest 
«Jf >oung eaglets on ,the Flambeau 
river in Wisconsin. Later Chief Sky 
•rent down the river with some of his 
tribe to sell baskets, pelts and mocca- 
sins. One of the eaglets was taken 
along and was traded for a bushel of 
corn. In the summer this eagle, then 
nearly full grown, was sold to the Eau 
Claire Badgers, a military company 
which shortly afterward was muster- 
ed into the volunteer service of the 
lUnited States as Company C of the 
Eighth Wisconsin. The bird brought 
$2.50 at this second purchase. Tbe 
company hi a jocular spirit voted to 
accept "the new recruit from Chip- 
peway," and the eagle was solemnly 
sworn into the service. A perch was 
made for him, red, -white and blue rib- 
bons were tied about his neck, two lit- 
tle flags -were placed on the perch each 
side of him and a private v, as detailed 
to carry him beside the colors. As the 
company marched through the streets 
of Ban Claire the eagle created the 
greatest enthusiasm. On all sides were 
heard the remark, "They will never be 
whipped while they follow that bird." 
The local paper said, "Who could not 
fight under such glorious emblems 'i'' 


At Lacrosse the same enthusiasm 


was manifest and the soldiers came 
to tbe conclusion that in selecting their 
mascot they had chosen more wisely 
than they knew. At Madison a special 
salute was fired in honor of the bird, 
and the cheers along the line of march 
were deafening. Tbe band struck up 
"Yankee Doodle," and, as if under- 
standing his mission, the eagle seized 
one of the flags in his beak and spread 
bis wings, flapping them to the hur- 
rahs of the crowd. 


A new perch was then constructed 


for tbe bird of freedotn. It was point- 
ed with arrows to represent the United 
States seal. 
The eagle was named 


Old Abe In honor of President Lin- 
coln. Company (' was officially desig- 
nated the Eau Claire Eagles, and the 
Eighth Wisconsin in tbe popular mine 
became "the cajrle regiment." a title 
that ever afterward clung to it On the 
way to the front the sicht of a live 
eagle carried beside the rveimeata 
colors was ev- 
erywhere receiv- 
ed by tbe wild- 
est ch*ers.

In later battles Old Abe became a

through a baltlo without flapping his 
wings and screaming his wildest war 
notes. 
His eyes flashed fire, and he 


seemed to enter into the spirit of the 
occasion.' At Island No. 10, where his 
comrades captured <>,000 prisoners, it 
was related that the Confederate sol- 
diers" seemed to have a superstitious 
regard for this living emblem of the 
Union. 


At the battle of Farmingtou the bird 


showed a peculiar mtcllieence. When 
the men wore ordered to lie down be- 
hind their breastworks Old Abe scram- 
bled down also. lie was picked tip and 
ordered to keep his perch, but refused 
to obey. This was tried several times, 
with the same result. He was then nl- 
lowed to have his jvay. Ever after-

cord and flew high into the blue. Fi- 
nally he IU on a tree, and one of the 
soldiers captured him without trouble. 
This made four times that he had got 
away, and (lie fact that he had per- 
mitted himself to be retaken on each 
occasion seems quite as remarkable as 
other stories told of the intelligent bird. 
He was quick to give the alarm of the 
approaching enemy, and on more than 
one instance he suddenly awoke to 
scream a note of warning. No wonder 
the soldiers regarded their living em- 
blem with a feeling akin to supersti- 
tious reverence. 


Upon the march to Memphis Old Abe 


bit bis cord in two, again escaping and 
flying on ahead of the army. This time 
be was captured by the bearer simply 
approaching cautiously and holding the 
perch at the right angle.

Remarking upon the discussions of 


newspaper making in the New York 
llcrald apropos of tlio recrudescence of 
Albert Pulitzer, who intends to start 
a newspaper on new lines next fall, 
dismissing Imitation sensations with a 
paragraph, Charles W. Knapp, pub- 
isher of the St. Louis Republic, who 
was recently interviewed at Bretton 
Hall by a New York Herald reporter, 
ndicated that he expected journalism 
would undergo several changes in the 
next ten years, one of which would be 
a more general use of half news, half 
editorial articles, sur-h as the maga- 
;iues have found successful. 
He said relative to Mr. Pulitzer: 
"He finds two indictments—that the 


New York papers are all dull, and, to 
he blind man who has them read to 
lim. all alike. 


"Criticism of newspapers is always 
asy. No newspaper manager or editor 
is'without ability to pick flaws in 
American, journalism. 
It is full of 


flaws. These are due, I should say, to 
the demands of the readers. They do 
not represent necessarily what the edi- 
tors want." 


How do you determine that readers 


aeinand this and that?" 
J "By experimentation. If you don't 
meet a favorable response to certain 
efforts you have made to please readers 
you drop those efforts and exert your- 
self along different lines. 


"Nobody doubts that the typical 


newspaper'Of ten years from now will 
be radically different from what it is 
today. In every large city newspapers 
have been leading the reader, to a 
greater or less extent, a sort of yellow 
debauch. 
Prom this there is quite 


clearly apparent a revolt on the part 
of the reader." 


You think people are finding the 


sensational press a bore?" 


I will not undertake to forecast the 


coming journalism in this country ex- 
cept to express my confident belief that 
two changes are coining: First, that the 
newspaper of the future will be accu- 
rate in the presentation of facts and 
more precise in the language employed 
to set forth the facts; second, that nei- 
ther the Sunday nor the week day 
newspaper will grow any smaller. If 
they change at all, they will contain 
more pages instead of fewer. 
' "There is greater need today for a 
better written newspaper than hitherto, 
because the constituency upon which a 
newspaper must rely for support In- 
cludes nowadays a relatively larger 
number of persons who are critical 
and who are judges of literary style. 
They are afronted by the slovenly 
English, by the lack of form, in which 
American newspapers too often give 
them the occurrences of the day. A 
better literary style will retard in some 
measure the natural tendency towarc 
larger instead of smaller newspapers. 


"Public attention increasingly cen- 


ters upon the accuracy of newspapers 
by reason of the extreme indifference 
to accuracy in the so called 'yellows. 
There was an example recently—the 
dispatch denying the truth of the re- 
port printed widely that the recen 
earthquake had produced a transfer 
mation in Yellowstone park. I sup 
pose some reporter thought that wouk 
make a 'good story,' so wrote it out of 
hand." 


"Perhaps he was asked to write it by 


the editor or publisher?" 


"Oh, I know fie pressure that is 


brought upon the writers. I've had to 
do with both ends. It's hard to come 
in and say 'there's nothing in it.' Bu 
there will be more carefulness by am 
by—more carefulness as to matter am 
as to manner. It will be required tha 
the fact shall be as it is, and that i 
shall be told tersely, clearly, in a way 
to satisfy an intelligent reader. 


"What do you think of the complain 


that 'the great editors have all gone?'' 


"Never acam, probably, will the1 edi 


*orial come to the power it possessec 
forty years nco. The editors of vba 
period I am sure could not have been 
great" editors today. Discrimination in 
news values, recognition of what is o~ 
importance, of what will shake th< 
thoughts and ideas of the people—these 
are what go to establish public sent! 
ment nowadins more than written edi 
torials. One of the evidences can be 
pointed out in the popular developmen 
of the macazmes. They have taken up 
news work which carries instruction 
of the sort that used to be conveyed by 
the editorial. The 'muck raker." which 
the president recently criticised, i 
merely i-omiiming the editorial with the 
news articl0.

Many Mile* With Momedilnut to Sell. 
HOTT New*pnpern mid Merchant* 
Found a War to Get a Crowd. 
How the business interests of a 


town can be improved is shown in the 
following article on the observation, of 
a "traders' day" in an Oklahoma town: 


A stranger in the town of Altus, 


Okla., the first Monday of each month 
would be surprised at the large crowd 
of farmers in the streets engaged in 
trading and buying horses aud other 
live stock and marketing their farm 
products, says an Altus correspondent 
of the Kansas City Star. They come 
from every direction in the country 
tributary to Altus, and all day long the 
streets are filled with the noise of 
trade. The day is known far and wide 
as "first Monday," which means sim- 
ply that it is the first Monday of each 
month, a day set apart specially for 
traffic in live stock and such other 
things as the farmers may wish to buy 
or sell. 


It is supposed that the custom was 


brought from Texas, where most citi- 
zens of Greer county once lived and 
of which Greer county formerly was a 
part. In Texas the first Monday in 
each month is estray sale day at each 
county seat, and buyers, sellers*and 
traders attend these sales in great 
numbers. 
Katurally politicians, col- 


lectors and selling agents find It ex- 
pedient to be present because of the 
greatly increased number of visitors 
from the country. 
At Mangurn, the 


seat of Greer county, less attention is 
paid to first Monday than at Altus, 
where originally it was known as 
"horse traders' day." 


'The custom is developing at Man- 


gum," said a citizen of that town, "but 
I think it will require years for it to 
reach the stage of development it has 
reached at Altus. The custom has 
drawn upon politics, business and the 
gregarious instinct in individuals, lou 
can easily imagine the Texas 'horse 
swapper' in deference to the Texas 
custom in any convenient town on first 
Monday looking at the horses tied 
around the public square and talking 
horse. The groups of men and boys at 
the hitching racks grow larger and 
larger, drawn not only by business, but 
by natural fondness for the excitement 
and banter of such gatherings." 


When asked lately about the-origin 


and observance of "first Monday" at 
Altus, Horace Shepherd, editor of the 
Altus Times, said: 


"Two years ago the two newspaper 


men of the town undertook to increase 
the trade area of the town and decided 
that certain days should be set apart 
for certain purposes, ^he citizens, 
more especially the business men, took 
up the idea and several meetings were 
held, with the result that the first 
Monday of each month was 'traders' 
day.' Every one living in Altus* trade 
territory was asked to bring to town 
anything he wished to dispose of, 
either by trading, selling, 'swapping* or 
any old -way. The business men of the 
town furnished plenty of good auction- 
eers free of charge. The newspapers 
devoted a certain amount of space to 
booming 'traders' day' in the editorial, 
local and advertising columns, and the 
merchants increased their advertising 
space to call attention to bargains 
which they had to offer for that day 
only. As a general rule, each merchant 
took some special article, cut the price 
on it and advertised it extensively. 
For instance, a grocer would offer 
twenty pov/nds of granulated sugar for 
$1; a dry_goods merchant would offer 
his best calico at 3 cents a yard. etc. 
Plenty of hitching space and good wa- 
ter and shade were provided and every 
inducement offered which wouH bring 
a crowd of farmers to town. 


"It is rare that a church dinner is 


not served on first Monday. Much of 
the interest in irrigation in this part of 
Oklahoma was a-wakened at meetings 
held here on first Monday. I know 
farmers who travel a distance of fifty 
miles to reach Altus on this day, and 
In a radius of ten miles of Altus it is 
rare to find a farmer at home on first 
Monday. They come to Alttis. with 
their families, and throng the stores 
all day." 


Merchant* to Keep Street Clean. 
Merchants on Milwaukee avenue be- 


tween North avenue and Division 
street Chicago, have effected an or- 
ganization known as the Milwaukee 
Avenue Improvement association. Its 
main object will be to thoroughly clean 
and sprinkle the street The association 
has for its members nearly all the mer- 
chants on Milwaukee avenue, and con- 
siderable enthusiasm over tbe new 
project was shown at the several meet- 
ings that have been held. It has been 
decided to purchase a sprinkling cart 
wagons and horses from a fund to l>e 
secured by popular subscriptions. The 
plan of operation is to have eacb mer- 
chant pay the sura of $1 per month for 
eacb twenty-five feet of frontage for 
tbe cleaning and sprinlsHng of the 
street

Hitching his horses outside police 


leudquurters in the city hall at Chi- 
cago the other day, William J. Lie- 
beck, a teamster, iu half an hour con- 
vinced a medical examination board 
Jjat he is a perfect inaii, combining 
:he beauty of au Adonis with the 
strength of an Atlas, says a Chicago 
special dispatch to the New York 
Press. Liebeck is a candidate for the 
star and "billy" of a Chicago police- 
man, but it is not at all certain that he 
will get the post. The final test is 
mental, and Liebeck's 100 ber cent for 
physical prowess may yet go for 
naught. 


He performed prodigies of strength, 


and at times the examiners feared he 
would wreck the testing apparatus. 
He almost blew off the top of the lung 
tester, registering a capacity of 300 
cubic inches against the 250 cubic 
inches of the average man. When Lie- 
beck expanded his chest tlip physicians 
around gazed at him in amazement. 
The man's normal chest measure is 
forty, and he swelled up until the tape 
stretched to forty-six inches. He said 
he could expand another inch, but the 
medical board ruled, in dry humor, 
that he had amply demonstrated his 
qualification in this respect. His mark 
of six inches -was said by the physi- 
cians to be one of the largest on rec- 
ord. 


Liebeck Is twenty-seven years old 


and 5 feet 11% inches in height. He 
is of German parentage. In all testa 
save one he has given 100 per cent. 
His back lift was 320 pounds compared 
with the average of 200. In the leg 
tests he pulled 545 pounds, an'even 
200 above the records of all police ex- 
aminations. He went through the most 
severe tests with two ten pound dumb- 
bells caught in one hand against the 
six pounds in one dumbbell generally 
used. In every trial Liebeck went to 
an extraordinary point above the aver- 
age. 
His lowest mark was in the 


traction pull, when he was only twelve 
pounds above the average. 


It was thought when Liebeck was 


undergoing the strength tests that he 
would fall below the average in agil- 
ity, but he displayed a nimbleness that 
was astonishing. One of the require- 
ments was to jump on a table. Lie- 
beck jumped across it, and then he 
leaped clean over it lengthwise. He 
turned somersaults with the precision 
of a trained acrobat 


Liebeck does not affect physical cul- 


rtttre. When asked where he got his 
strength he said he "just grew." His 
daily work is in trucking for a big 
wholesale dry goods store. After he 
had been pronounced a "perfect man" 
he went out to his truck again and 
drove off.

like they supplemented each other. 
Though they met but a few Smes each 
appreciated the other as deep answer- 
lug unto deep. They were easily the 
two chief figures of their era, and his- 
tory will link their names together. If 
Lincoln may be called the modern 
Moses, there is equal excuse for refer- 
ring to Ulysses S. Grant as the mod- 
ern Joshua. Grant is almost univer- 
sally recognized now as the ablest 
American general, but the day may 
come when his simple sentence, "Let 
us have peace," will lend more luster 
to his name than his greatest victory. 


As a baby a loaded pistol was held 


to his hand, the first he had ever seen. 
His childish finger was pressed to the 
trigger. He neither winked nor whim- 
pered at the succeeding report, but 
cried out: "Fick it again! Fick it 
again!" 


"While in the Army of the Potomac 


General Grant one day stopped amid 
a perfect rain of bullets, dismounted 
and took a wire from his horse's hoof 
which he had just noticed and feared 
might injure the animal, and this after' 
the refusal of his brother-in-law, Colo- 
nel Dent, to perform the service be- 
cause of their exposed position. « 


Grant's honesty is revealed nowhere 


more strikingly than during* his strait- 
ened circumstances before the war. 
He had left St Louis owing several 
months' rent, bnt soon sent back every 
cent, though only receiving a book- 
keeper's wages at Galena. 
His gen- 


erosity was shown while on the farm 
at nardscrabble. To an indigent neigh- 
bor woman-Jie gave §5, though he said 
it was aiMie^had in the world. 


That General Grant had a keen sense 


of humor was frequently shown. Early 
in the -war a Lieutenant '\Yiekfield, in 
the advance guard of the army, stop- 
ped at a farmhouse, represented him- 
self as ^General Grant and asked for 
something to eat 
He was generously 


supplied, and he and his companions 
ate everything in the house but one pie. 
Later Grant himself stopped at the 
house and was to^d of what had hap- 
pened. 
Giving 'the farmer's wife, 


whose name was Selvidge, a half dol- 
lar, the general asked her to keep that 
pie until he sent for it. That evening 
the entire army was asked to turn out 
in grand parade for orders. Thereupon 
the following was read in impressive 
style: 


Headquarters Army In the Field. 


Special Orders No. —. 
Lieutenant Wickfield of the 
Indiana 
cavalry, having- on this day eaten every- 
thing in Mrs. Selvidge's house, at the 
crossing of the rivers, except one \ pump- 
kin pie. Lieutenant Wickfield is herebr 
ordered to return with an escort of 100 
cavalry and eat that pie also. 
U. S. GRAICT. 


Brigadier General Commanding. 


One of Grant's officers, taking r.dvan- 


tage*of sick furlough to canvass for a 
congressional nomination, the general 
wrote this indorsement for an api 
cation for extended furlough:

It occurred while Grunt was 
at Galena. A dishonest trader bad got 
a consignment of leather from Jesse It. 
Grant's stoi'e and seemed to be trying 
to avoid payment. Ulysses thereupon 
went to this tnider'v to«\--\ ;-, A a \\-nt 
of replevin and. went with n deputy 
Bheriff to serve it. The trader barri- 
caded himself behind a barred door, 
announced that he had a loaded shot- 
gun and threatened death to any man 
who attempted 
to enter. 
Ulysses 


took' a flying leap at the door, broke 
it in, captured the trader and secured 
the goods. 


While a strict disciplinarian, he sub- 


mitted to discipline as well as enforced 
It. There are many instances on record 
where be was turned back by private 
soldiers, and none of them suffered for 
doing their duty. Often they were com- 
mended or advanced. When president, 
Grant was arrested for fast driving. 
He not only paid the fine without a 
murmur, but interceded for ,the man 
who had arrested him. 


On one occasion two waggish soldiers 


told a new recruit who wanted a bun- 
dle of clothes washed to go to a tent 
tbey pointed out and ask a short man 
with a brown beard smoking a cigar to 
attend to it. The man described, of 
course, was the commanding general. 
When the recruit appeared and asked 
to have his wash done, Grant showed 
no annoyance, but by a little question- 
ing found out the state of the case, sent 
an orderly with the recruit to identify 
the two soldiers and had them confined 
in the guardhouse till they themselves 
bad washed the clothes. 


A most marked trait of the general 


was his love of truth. He was averse 


to talking about 
his war experi- 
ences,

heard v a mis- 
statement made 
became uneasy 
and could not 
refrain

His "unconditional and immediate sur- 
render," "I propose to fight it out on 
this line if it takes all summer," "Let 
us have peace" and many other of his 
terse, meaty sentences have in them 
the quality of perennial life. 


His 9wn story of the veto of the 


inflation bill is illuminative, whatever 
we may think of the merits or demerits 
of that measure. He had written an 
apologetic approval of the bill, being 
induced thereto by the arguments of 
party associates. After reading o'fer 
this approval he said to himself: "That 
is not my real, honest opinion. I am 
not convinced of the rightfulness of 
this view. 
It is not sincere." 
He 


thereupon tore it in pieces and wrote 
a veto message. 


Lincoln and Grant. 


"Tha*,.first time it was my pleasure 


to meet Lincoln," General Horace Por- 
ter said recently, "he had summoned 
Grant-to Washington to place him in 
command of the armies of the entire 
republic. 
Grant came into the room,

Woods Aniony, 


Comity's Fatuous Men. 


Licking county, though not as larsc 


and wealthy as many other counti.-'s 
in ilio state, if worthy of note as bo- 
ing the birthplace and homo of threi' 
distinguished generals in the I'niU-d 


a't"< army, who became1 most prom- 


inent in the Civil war and prominent 
in various ways after the close o<» Hi-1 
war. 


General W. S. Roscncrans, a son of 


Crundall Hoseycrans, 
-\Vas 
brought 


up near the little village of Homer, 
Licking county, where he spent man" 
years of his youth and also clerkeu 
in a store in the neighboring village 
of Vtira. 
71 is brother, Bishop Roseu- 


eraus, who was born at the 
same 


place, became a distinguished prelate 
in the Roman Catholic, church. 


The famous 
Seventy-sixth 
regi- 


ment O. Y. I., was raised principally 
in LicUing county, and its three prin- 
cipal 
officers, 
colonel. 
Lieutenant 


Colonel and 
Major, became 
distin- 


guished Generals in the civil war, and 
were prominent in civil life after the 
close of the war. 


Colonel Charles R. Woods, Colonel 


of the 
Seventy-sixth regiment, O. V. 


L, became a Major 
General 
in the. 


United States army. 
Major Willurd 


Warner, who was a brother-in-law o!' 
General 
Woods, became a United 


States Senator from Alabama after 
the close of the war, and Lieutenant, 
Colonel William B. Woods, a brother 
of General Charles R. Woods, became 
a. Justice 
of the 
United States Su- 


preme court. 
In this connection it 


might be added that Wiliam Tecum- 
seh Sherman and General Phil Sher- 
idan were both born just over the 
line, outside of Licking county, the 
former in FairfieUl county and 
the 


latter in Perry county. There is no 
section of country in Ohio or per- 
haps in the United States that con- 
tributed so many great generals 
to 


the Civil war as did this section of 
Licking, Perry and Fairfield counties, 
which could be inscribed within a ra- 
dius of 25 miles.

RAISING GOATS FOR POOR. 


Chicago Woman's Finn of Furnishing 


Milk at Lowest Cost. 


To develop an American milk goat 


that will be to the poor and to the 
farmers what similar animals are to 
the people.of Switzerland and Spain is 
the fad which Mrs. Edward Roby of 
South Chicago is pursuing, says a spe- 
cial dispatch from Chicago to the Cin- 
cinnati Commercial Tribune. So far 
her -work, ill this pioneer industry has 
been recognized by the agricultural de- 
partment of the United States, and 
federal agents have visited her goat 
farm. 


She was prompted to embark in this 


unusual work by a desire to ses the in- 
fants of poor people well nourished. 
It is her idea to develop an American 
goat that v>ill give a superior quality 
of milk and tuen to sell it at the cost 
of production. 


Mrs. Roby's work goes even further. 


She has experimented in caring for the 
little animals, aud she hopes to give di- 
rections for sanitary housing that will 
prevent contamination of the milk. It 
is held by some authorities that goats 
are immune from tuberculosis, and 
there is no evidence in the hands of the 
agricultural department 
to 
combat 


this theory. This, in Mrs. Roby's opin- 
ion, makes it more important than ever 
that the goat be developed here as it is 
abroad and become the poor man's 
cow. 


She hopes in time to see the goat as 


common in America as it is in some 
foreign lands, where To per cent of the 
families are said to use goafs milk. 


Goats never have been bred in the 


United States as milk producers, the 
extent of pasture lands encouraging 
the ownership of cows aud the goat 
having become a joke. 
With tne 


growth of population and the limita- 
tion of pastures the goat is receiving 
more attention.
